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The Career of a Distinguished St. Louis 

| Beau in Europe. 
{From the New York Times, 25.] 

Dr. Dix’s mysterious persecutor was arrest- 
ed in Baltimore vesterday afternoon, and is 
now on his way tothis city incustody. He 
has made a full confession. His name is Eu- 
ewe Fairfax Williamson. He is a native of 

altimore, single, about forty years of age, 
and claims, with probable truth, to have 
served as acolonel in the Confederate Army, 
and tc be related by birth tothe Fairfaxes of 
Virgima. The manner in which he was 
traced and finally run dewn reflects great 
credit on the local Post-oftice authorities and 
those whom they called in to assist them. 

Ones afternoon late inthe fall of 1872, the 
diligence stopped in front of the Hotel Metro- 
pole, in Geneva, Switzerland, and its solitary 
passenger,stepping out, walked briskly inand 
registered in an easy,flowing hand, ‘‘Col.Fair- 
fax Williamson, Richmond, Va.’’ He was 
dressed in the height of fashion, carried a 
gold-headed malacea switch cane, and wore 
his handsome seal-skin cap jauntily. on the 
side of his head. His mustache had the Na- 
poleonic twist, and bis side-whiskers bore 
evidence of careful cultivation and 
attention. The **Colonel’? was 
given a parlor and a bed-room, and he imme- 
diately installed himself in his quarters for the 
season. To be an American in Geneva was to 
become acquainted with every member of the 
American colony, Which that winter was an 
unusually large one. Col. Williamson bore 
letters of introduction containing the signa- 
tures of a number of ecclesiastical dignitaries 
in this country, among them that of the late 
Bishop Whitehouse, of Ilimois, and of 
several prominent business firms in New 
York and Baltimore. In the lhght of his 
subsequemt career, all of these letters were 
probably forgeries. They served the pur- 

ose of establishing credit for the bearer, and 

e took advantage of the fact. He fittetup 
his two rooms ex'ravagantly with furniture, 
paintings and curious Swiss ornaments of 
every description. He pdassessed, tou degree 
that caused him to be regarded as a mst 
eccentiie character, a mania for musical in- 
struments. A dozen pieces of musical me- 
chanism were hiijdenawayinas many different 

ieces of furniture and tavle ornaments in 

isroom. A Visitor seated himself and im- 
mediately his chair would burst forth into some 
Tyrolean air. The sofa yielded lugubrious Ger- 
man strains,while the foot-stools,when pressed 
upon. gave out lively French melodies On 
the table was kept a portemonnaie, to which 
tne Colonel would especially call his visitors’ 
attention, assuring them that they might pos- 
sess its contents if they would but open it. 
The attempt would invariably prove success- 
ful, delicate mechanism would be set in mo- 
tion, andthe music of an Italian composer 
would issue from the depths of the leather 
bag. But the most curiouis of these pieces of 
marvelous ingenuity was stowed away some- 
where inthe body of a glass decanter, and 
whoever, at the Colonel’s suggestion, poured 
himself a giass of wine, was certain to hear 
the silvery tones of ‘‘The Beautiful Blue 
Danube” waltz as they floated out upon the 
gurgling liquid. : 

The Colonel and his wonderful music ‘boxes 
were the talk of the American colony. He 
Was afaverite with the young people, and 
they were frequently invited to his rooms. 
About three miles from Geneva was the Cha- 
teau de Lancy,where a German professor had 
established a famous school. Among his 
pupils were scions of the Colgate and McVick- 
er families, of this city,and the son of George 
Francis Train. The Colonel appeared to be 
interested in educational matters, and he vis- 
ited the school regularly every week. He made 
friends with the boys by his geaerosity and the 
imie:est he manifested in their sports 
snd studies. He gave many presents to them, 
such as heavy gold rings, fancy stationery, 
and gold pens and pencils. He was always 
particular to state the cost of the present,and 
> he wus never known to underestimate it. He 
_* ~ seemed to have plenty ofamoneyin his pock- 
ets, although, as the sad sequel shows, he was 
found at the critical moment to be wauting by 
his creditors. 

The Colonel attended the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church regularly, partook of the com- 
munion, deposited his mites in the baskets, 
#nd voted even upon church matters. He 

ave it out that he was a relative of the Fair- 
axes of England, and that upon the death of 
one of the members of that family—a contin- 
gent which he was calmly awaiting—their 
immense possessions were to become his. 
His birth piace, he claimed, was Virginia, 
and Lie own family was among the F.F.V.’s 
There were some among his American ac- 
quuintances who doubted all this, but the 
Colonel was so good-natured, so generous 
and so gentlemanly—besides, perhaps he had 
smelled powder after all—that their doubts 
never found expression, and he lived merrily 
in the mental enjoyment of his prospective 
riches and present position. Nextto his mu- 
sical boxes he was devoted to the crest of the 
Fairfaxes, fifty of which, in as many different 
colors, were stamped upon his stationery, his 
books and his linen. His monogram also 
' demanded, and obtained, a large share 
_ of his teisure time, and to one voung 
lady who now lives in East Forty- 
fifth street, and who had. expressed 
considerable interest in monograms in gen- 
erai, and his own in particular, he presented a 

large coljection of them. To her brother he

The Colonel in London.

A very extraordinary case, remarks the 
Pall Mall Gazette of July 25, was before Sir 
Thomas Henry at Bow street © . Col. 
Eugene Edward Fairfax illiamson, de- 
contbad as an American citizen, and formerly 
of the Confederate army, was charged with 
attempting to extract £52 10s from Mr. 
Adolph senbaum, of No. 1 Blooms- 
bury Square, by menaces, and by incit- 
ing people to annoy the rosecutor by 
calling at his residence. he prisoner 
had been apprehended on a warrant, and was 
undefended. Mr. George Lewis, for the 
prosecution, said that for some time past the 
prosecutor and his wife had been annoyed by 
the receipt of letters signed ‘‘Vengeance,’’ 
and by the visits of strangers to their house at 
all hours of the day and night*to keep ap- 
pointinents whi h tbey said the prosecutor had 
made withthem. Hundreds of people had so 
called, many of them having come up from 
the country at great inconvenience and ex- 
pense, and his ciient and his wife had been 
driven almost to the yerge of mad- 
ness by this increasing persecution. Some of 
them had come to dine, or to luncheon, or to 
evening gatherings; others came to accept sit- 
uations which bad been offered themin Mr. 
Rosenbaum’s name. Concurrently there came 
repeated letters from ‘'Vengeance,’”’ demand- 
ing a sum of 50 guineas as the priee of peace, 
and threatening still greater annoyances if 
this demand was not acceded to at once; the 
demand to be raised to 70 guineasina week 
or two if the money was not paid. At length 
suspicion was aroused. On Sunday last,when 
the usual streams of people were calling at 


bis house, the prosecutor observed

which he had been exposed. Whe police, act- 
ing upon this information, made incuiries, 
and found aletterin the prisoner’s lodgings 
evidently in the same handwriting as that of 
the anonymous productions. Some evidence 
was given andthe prisoner, who altogether 
denied the charge, was remanded in custody. 
He proved that he was in possession of ample 
means, and, therefore, could have no object 
in seeking to extort money. Ata subsequent 
hearing the prisoner was sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment in Newgate. 
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Wild Dogs in Yellowstone Valley. 
{From the Deadwood Times. | 


While this reporter was trading in the Yel- 
lowstone Valley in the summer of 1873, he met 
a small band of wild dogs, numbering about a 
hundred. They seemed to be a cross between 
a wolf and a spaniel, and were about the size 
of Dick Adams’ long-haired little dog. In 
color they were of a yellow brown, quite light 
and with sharp-poiated ears. We had fre- 
quently heard of this pack, which in those 
days roamed along the foothills between the 
Yellowstone and Missouri Rivers, but saw 
them only once. They were very much star- 
tled upon meeting our party, and scampered 
away in every direction, until gaining some 
distant promontory, from which they watched 
us, keeping up a continuous yelping and 
barking noise. Now we read ina North 
Plaite paper of a pack of wild wolf- 
dogs, of savage dispagition, in the wilds of 
Northwestern Nebraska. About two years 
ago, the writer says, two bulldogs, for some 
unknown cause, wandered from the ranch of 
Bratt & Co., near the head of Birdwood, and 
joined a band of roving wolves. They did 
not return to the ranch, and have lived with 
the welves ever since. Within the past year 
a species of half dog and wolf has been 1n- 
festing that section and committing depreda- 
tions. They possess the cunning of the wolf 
combined with the ferociousness and pluck of 
the bulldog, and are consequently much more 
to be dreaded than the common prairie wolf, 
and are far more bold and savage in their dep- 
redations upon the herds and the belated 
traveler across the plains. These wolf-dogs, 
or dog-wolves, aré supposed to be the off- 
springs of the bulldogs alluded to. Thev are 
becomming quite numerous and troublesome.

{From Mme. de Remusat’s Memoirs. | 


The Beauharnais profited by the elevation 
of Madame Bonaparte, and continued to crowd 
abouther. I have told how she married the 
daughter of the Marquis de Beauharnais to 
M. de la Valette. The Marquise was for a 
long time Embassador to Spain; he is in 
France to-day. The Compte de Beauharnais 
the son of the lady who wrote poetry and 
novels, had married early in life Mile. de Le- 
say-Marnesia. _Prom this marriage sprang a 
daughter, wh@ resided after her mother’s 
death with ‘an, old aunt, who was 
very religious. The Compte de 
Beauharnais, marrying again, never 
seemed to think of this young girl. Bonaparte 
made him Senator. M. de say-Marnesia, 
uncle to the young Stephanie, suddenly recall- 
ed her from Languedoc; she was fourteen or 
fifteen. He presetted herto Madame Bona- 

arte, who found her very pretty and refined 

n all her little ways. She placed her in Mad- 
eme Campan’s boarding-school, from which 
she emerged 1n 1806 to find herself suddenly 
adopted by the Emperor, called Princess Im- 
perial and married shortly after to the heredi- 
tary Prince of Baden. She was then seven- 
teen, with a most agreeable face, great natural 
cleverness and vivacity, a certain childishness 
in her manner which suited her well, acharm- 
ing voice, lovely complexion and clear blue 
eyes. Her hair was exquisitely blonde. 

The Prince of Baden was not long in falling 
in Jove with her, but at first his affection was 
not returned. He was young, but verv stout; 
his face was commonplace and inexpressive; 
he talked little, seemed always outof place 
and bored, and generally fell asleep wher- 
ever he might be. The youthful Stephanie, 
gay, piquante, dazzled by her lot, and proud 
of being adopted by the Emperor, whom she 
then regarded with some reason asthe first 
sov@ei rn in the world, gave 
the -rince of Baden to _  under- 
stand that he was greatly honored by her 
bestowing ber hand upon him. [n vain did 
they seek to correct her ideas in this respect. 
She made no objection to the marriage, and 
was guite ready to consent to its taking place 
whenever the Emperor wished it; but she 
persisted in saying that Napoleon’s daughter 
should marry a King or the son of a 
King. This little vanity, accompa- 
nied by many piquant jests to which 
ber seventeen years gave a charm, did not 
displease the Emperor, and in fact rather 
amused him. He became more interested than 
before in his adopted daughter, and precisely 
at the time he married her to the Prince he 
became, with considerable publicity, her lover. 
This conquest finished turning the head of the 
new Princess and contirmed her in her haught- 
iness toward her future husband, who sought 
in vain to please her. 

As soon as the Emperor had announced to 
the Senate the news of this marriage, the 
youthful Stephanie was installed in the Tuil- 
eries in an apartment especially arranged for 
her, and there she received the deputations 
from the governmental bodies. Of that from 
the Senate her father was one. Her situation 
was certainly a little odd, but she received all 
the addresses and felicitations without 
any embarrassment, and replied ex- 
tremely well. Having. become the daugh- 
ter of the sovereign, and being a fa- 
vorite in addition, the Emperor ordered that 
she should everywhere follow next to the Em- 

ress, thus taking precedence of the whole 

onaparte family. Madame Murat was ex- 
tremely displeased, who hated her with a cor- 
dial hatred, and could not conceal her pride 
and jealousy. Mademotselle thought this 
very amusing, and laughed &t it as she did at 
everything else, apd succeeded in making the 
Emperor laugh also, as he was inclined to be 
amused at all she said. The 
was much displeased at this 
fancy of her husband’s. She 
spoke seriously to her niece, and showed her 
how wrong it would be for her not to resist 
the efforts which Bonaparte was making to 
complete her seduction. Mlle. de Beauhar- 
pais listened to her aunt’s counsels with some 
decility. She confided to her certain attempts, 
sometimes extremely bold, made by her 
adopted father, and promised to conduct her- 
self with caution and reserve. These con- 
tidences renewed all the former discord 
of the imperial household. Bona- 
parte, unchanged, did not take the trouble to 
conceal his inclination from his wife, and, too 
sure of his power, thought it extremely un- 
handsome in the Prinee of Baden that he 
should be wounded by what was going on un- 
der his very eyes. Nevertheless tne fear of an 
outburst and the number of eyes fixed upon 
all the persons concerned’ rendered 
him = prudent. the other side, 
the young girl, who only’ wished to 
amuse herself, showed more. resistance 
than he had at first anticipated. But she 
hated her husband. The evening of her mar- 
riage it was impossible to persuade her to re- 
ceive him in her apartment. A little later the 
court went to St. Cloud, and with it the young 
pair. Nothing, however, could induce the 
Princess to ermit her husband to ap- 
proach her. e complained to the Em- 
press, who scolded her niece. The Em- 
peror, however, upheld her, and _ his 
own hopes revived. All this had a very 
bad effect, which at last the Emperor real- 
ized; and at the end of some little time—oc- 
cupied with grave affairs, fatigued by the im- 
portunity of his wife, struck by the discon- 
tent of the young Prince, and persuaded that 
he had to do with a young person who only 
wished to amuse herself by coquetting with 
him—he consented to the departure of 
the Prince of Baden, who took his wife 
away with him. She shed many tears at 
leaving France, regarding the principality of 
Baden as a land of exile. When she arrived 
there she was received somewhat coldly by 
the reigning Prince. She lived fora long time 
on bad terms with herhusband. Secret nego- 
tiators were sent from France to make her un- 
derstand how important it was to her that she 
should become the mother of a prince 


On 


—an hereditary prince in his turn. 
She submitted; but the Prince, 
rendered frigid by so much resist- 


ance, now showed very little tenderness to- 
ward her, and this marriage seemed des- 
tined tomake them both very unhappy. It 
was not eventually so, however; and we shall 
see later that the Princessof Baden. having 
magneres a little more sense with years, began 
at last to recognize her duty, and by her good 
conduct succeeded finally in regaining the 
affections ofthe Prince and enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of a union which she had at first so 
entirely underestimated.

HEALTH AND DRESS. 


A Lecture onan Important Subject by 
a Very Eminent Physician. 
{From the London Queen. | 


Dr. B. W. Richardson delivered a lecture 
on Monday evening at the London Institution, 
Finsbury circus, upon the subject of dress in 
relation to health. Atthe outset Dr. Richard- 
son repudiated any intention to deprecate 

ood fashion’ or good change of fashionin 

ress. Hethought, with Mrs. Haweis, that 
it was the bounden duty of every woman to 
look as handsome as she could. and to main- 
tain her beauty as long as possible, for noth- 
ing wag more beautiful than beauty in old 
age. Fashions, asa rule, were dictated by 
vain and ignorant persons who set na- 
ture at defiance. as though they were 
nature and she anidiot. What was wanted 
in the reform of dress was good fashion for 
both sexes, and for every-day life some uni- 
form costume that shou!d tend to bind more 
closely together the various classes of the 
community., Withregard to the mechanical 
adaptation of dress to the bodv, the most se- 
rious error was tightness by which pressure 
was brought to bear upon any particular 
part, such as the neck, feetand limbs. The 
corset was opposed to all that was heaithful 
and all that was beautiful, keeping as it did 
the heart and the adjoining organs under sup- 
pression. No subjection to which women 
were liable could be _ greater than 
that which they gvoluntarily inflicted on 
themselves by wearing those articles, 
which deadened their mental capability .as ¢ 
well as their vital energy. Waistbands, garters 
and tight shoes, or shoes with pointed toes, 
were also very prejudicial to health. Belts 
interfered with respiration, and, moreover, 
among working men who wore belts it was 
the rule rather that the exception for hernia 
to supervene,while bad boots were responsi- 
ble for misshapen feet | nine-tenths of 
the English community. omen’s dresses 
should be loose and should be supported from 
the shoulders, as was usually the case with 
male attire. Indeed, faulty as it Was in an 
artistic point of view, man’s dress had greatly 
improved in these latter days, and was, in 
relation to health, perfection as compared 
with that of women. He sug- 
gested that the dress of women ought 
to be—although of i £Oilighter mate- 
rials—the same as thatof the opposite sex, 
with the exception of the exterior robe or 
gown, Which should play the same part as the 
outer coat ofaman. In regardto hats, the 
‘‘gypsy’? bonnet was very becoming for wo- 
men, while the chimnevy-pot hat worn by men 
was light and healthy and far superior to some 
descriptions of felt hats, which were ina hy- 
gienic point of view bad and hideous tagovk 
at. The bestand most simple of all wa the 
fine old Swiss cap, sometimes called the 
Leonardo da Vinci. One of these, a limp 
black velvet cap with flaps, was exhibited by 
Dr. Richardson, who stated that he himself 
wore one as graduate of a Scotch university, 
where the original one was supposed to have 
been made from John Knox’s breeches. It 
was especially necessary to adapt one’s cloth- 
ing to the season of the year, as it 
had been proved by the late Mr. Milner that 
the body undergoes two pounds waste in the 
autumn and two pounds increase in the 
spring. Waterproof clothing was injurious 
to the svstem, as were also in another way the 
aniline and other dyes now prevalent. The 
best color for dress in warm or cold weather 
was white. which might be modified to light 
gray as less liable to get dirty, while black 
was the worst. It was satisfactory to think 
that moruning was slowly falling into disuse, 
for, after *‘suttee,’’ it was aimost the saddest 
of miseries inflicted by society on the already 
miserable. Dr. Richardson concluded by 
pointing out the necessity for cleanliness in 
all wearing apparel, and by commenting on 
the utter inefficiency of the laundry system in 
London and other large towns. j

Raising Early Strawberries. 
(Charleston News and Courier (Dem.), 23.) 


It may be interesting to note the decline in 
the price of berries since 1872, when they were 
first cultivated for shipment to Northern 
markets. In 1872 they brought an average 
price of 57 cents a quart; in 1873, 33 cents; in 
1874, 38 eents; in 1875, 29 1-4 cents; in 1876, 21 
cents; in 1877, 20 cents; 1878, 11 1-5 cents; in 
1879, 14 cents, and this year the average is es- 
timated at abount 121-2 cents. The decline 
in price is, of course, easily traceable to the 
increase ofthe crop raised. Taking the aver- 
age this year at 225, and the gverage yield at 
4,000 quarts to the acre, the Yield will be 900,- 
000 quarts, which at an average of 12 1-2 cents 
a quart will return an income of $112;500.

PUZZLE-CRAZY.

The notorious ‘‘fifteen’’ puzzle, which has 
been the cause of so much ridicule, and which 
bas been credited with driving many people 
crazy, has certainly found a victim here. This 
is Daniel Conroy, a stonecutter, with a wife 
and family living on Short street. Conroy isa 
man of fine physique and temperate habits, 
and until three weeks ago was of remarkably 
gentle disposition.

he was becoming exctedingly irritable. Last 
Saturday he went into the oflice of 
Alderman Wood with his puzzle, 
and began to explain the combinations, but he 
met with a cool reception and left. He next 
went into a restaurant kept by Neubauer & 
Geib and offered to wager $25 that the puzzle 
was no puzzle to him. He worked onit all 
day Sunday and late at night fell asleep over 
the box, muttering the figures in his sleep. 
Early on Monday morning he sprang from bed 
and, seizing one of his little children, began 
to walk nervously up and down the room. 
His wife judged from his actions that he had 
become insane, and she called in a number of 
her neighbors. Attempts were made to take 
the child away from Conroy, but he became 
furious and tried to put the child on the stove. 
Captain Sullivan and several policemen were 
then called in and succeeded in securing Con- 
roy and rescuing the child. The madman was 
then taken to the jail, and on the way he dash- 
ed himself to the ground and several times 
nearly succeeded in escaping. At the jail he 
was handcuffed and placed inacell. He im- 
mediately marked out the figures of the puz- 
zie on the wall and sbrieked, ‘‘Ihaveit, Ihave 
it at last. Oh, thank God, I can do it—13, 14, 
15. Where’s my children? I’ll cut ’em into 
fifteen blocks—13,15,14. Oh, my God in heaven, 
Then changing his tone 
Conroy cried, ‘*There 1s $1,000 reward for the 
solution of this puzzle, and I have wonit. It 
is mine—mine—mine!’’ Conroy then became 
moderately quiet. but a few hours afterwards 
ne became maniacal, tore the clothing from 
his body and shrieked and threw himseif 
againstthe walls of his cell. Finally he be- 
came exhausted, but in spite of his weakness 
could not sleep. An attempt was made to give 
him some medicine conc@aled in milk, and he 
quietly took the cup containing it. No sooner, 
however, wasthe cup in his hands than he 
dashed its contents over Dr. Strickland, who 
had banded itto him. Mrs. Conrov was ad- 
mitted to see her husband on Tuesday. He 
recognized her, and ate some food she handed 
him, the first he had eaten since Sunday. 
When she left him he was again attacked with 
frenzy and tried to break down the door of 
the cell. He was taken to Dixmont Asylum 
yesterday.

eral years past she has been writing for the 
New York Weekly, her contract being to furp. 
ish one story each ygar. Her stories were jj 
printed in book form as soon as they had rup 
their course in the Weekly. Some of her 
stories have been ag in several foreign 
languages. Of this Mrs. Fleming was prowq 
although it brought her no pecuniary proji;’ 
Among her stories the most successfu! ones 
were:**Guy Eariscourt’s Wife” and “A Wo». 
derful Woman.’’ She also wrote “A Terrijb|e 
Secret,’’ *‘Norine’s Revenge,’’ “‘A Mad Mar. 
riage,’’ “Ope Night’s Mystery,’’ ‘‘Silent and 
True, ‘*Carried by Storm’’ and ‘*Lost for. 
Woman.’’ For the last few months she had 
been engaged ona story entitled ‘‘Life at 
Stake.’’ efore her marriage Mrs. Fiemings 
wrote under the nomde plume of “Cousin 
May Carleton.”

Mrs. Fleming was about 49 years 
of age, and had accumulated abrut $20,000, 
She was a devout Roman Catholic.

The Different Houses That are Put Up to 
Live in or to Sell. 


The recent advances in the price of lumber, 
brick, iron, etc., making in all a rise of about 
forty per cent in building material, has put 
an effectual stop to the erection of a certain 
class of structures. A regular business is 
carried on in the building trade just as in any 
cther. A man makes an expenditure of a few 
hundred or a few thousand dollars in a Gwell- 
ing-house og dwelling-house and store eom- 
bined, forashort period of time, and then 
sells the house at a figure that repays him well 
for the outlay of the money. This has extend- 
ed considerably of late years in.St/ Louis, and 
a. number of men, not artisans themselves, 
are engaged in this business. Any one ob- 
serving the daily record of permits 
issued to persons to _ erect 
houses will frequently see included in the 
same day’s list permits issued to different 
parties to erect houses tallying in dimensions 
and description on the permit,with estimated 
costs differing by several hundreds and often 
over a $1,000. Not at all infrequently is a 
permit issued to a man to erect a orick build- 
ing twenty-five feet front by fifty-five feet 
deep,two stories, six rooms, with anes imated 
cost of $1,500, while immediately following 
isa permit for atwo-story brick house of the 
same dimensions and description and the same 
number of rooms. which itis not estimated 


.will cost over $800 when’ completed. The 


‘difficulty is easily explained away; one of the 
bouses is thoroughly built to be occupied by 
the owner, while the other is 
BUILT TO BE SOLD 

in the course of a few weeks to somebody 
willing to invest his money in a shell. 

A prominent architect. when asked by a re- 
porter concerning these unsubstantial houses, 
said: ‘*Many men engage in the business on 


what might be said to be,a pretty extensive 


scale, often building four or five of these sale 
houses atonce. To any person who knows 
anything of what a building should be the de- 
fects of a cheap building are patent ata 
glance. A good, thoroughly buiit house is 
erected wiih cure from 
shovelful of the excavation is taken out until 
the finishing touches are put on, and all with 
a view of having everything about it complete.

2 foundations are being laid every regard is 
paid to having vents and openings for draia- 
ing and pipes to be built through the walls, so 
as to have no likelihood of a leakage into the 
basement, which may then be used for living 
apartments, increasing the eapacity of th: 
hbuse without a very great expenditure. The 
walls are built of “good dimensions and mite- 
rials, great care being takento have every- 
thing in connection with flues and ventilation 
in good condition. Then conies the flooring, 
when the heavy timbers are securely fastened 
oh the prcjections on the first floor and in the 
Walls onthe second story. ‘The boards are 
weil and carefully nailed to the 
jdists, which are also placed in position 
with great care, 18 that in 
alhouse of this kind there is nosuch thing as 
springy floors, and there is no danger of them 
sacving down like a rotten platform when 
submitted to any test by a large gathering of 
people. The laths onthe c-ilings and parti- 
tions are nailed up carefuliy so that the 
plaster can go through and secure a good 
hold. Three coats are put on the wails.’’ 

‘*How about the plumbing?” 

This is 
undoubtedly one of the most important con- 
siderations in building a dwelliag now, 

AS IT IS A SANETARY QUESTION. 

When a man builds a house for himself heis 
wide awaketothe necessities, and this does 
not escape his attention, so that usually ina 
thoroughly built house the plumber must put 
in some of his good licks. Strong pipes 
with inclines and elbows in such 
positions that they will not allow the drain 
water to settle in any one part, making filth, 
which results in the most puisonous gases e3- 
c@ping from them. Again, these outlets 
should pe rightly trapped so as to have no 
openings leading into closed rooms, waere it 
will have fatal effects if allowed to go on un- 
remedied. The difference in price between a 
thorough and a cheap house may vary all the 
way from twenty-five per cent to fifty per cent; 
but, for a person building for his own use, the 
dearer house will pay in the long run. <A 
house built for sale is but a mere shell.” 

**Wherein do the cheap houses most differ 
from a well-built dwelling?’’ 

‘*They differ in every particular, since 
in the former the Closest attention 
is paid to details, while in the 
latter no attention is paid tothe completeness 
or quality of anvthing about it, the remote and 
proximate objects being to get up a dwelling 
that will present a medium good appearancs? 
for the simallest possible amount of money. 
The sale house is in reality but a second-class 
building. As a rule, though, every house 
built to sell is not necessarily of this cheap 
description. we | builders put up reasonably 
good houses which theyintend from the first 
tosell. But in the run of this kind of . busi- 
ness the sale houses are but the poorest ex- 
cuse you could have offered you for a resi- 
denced. In the first place nothing but the 
poorest description of material, such as sec- 
ond-hand bricks, poor, cheap lumber, etc., is 
put into a house,andit is put up by the build- 
er in a showy, slipshod style, everything 4s 
far ag appearances ane concer’ jd 
being left for the finishing touches, 
when the rough work is finished up and the 
poor materials are puttied and painted and 
the whole 

HIDDEN BEHIND A PASSABLE EXTERNAL. 
Only two coats of plaster are put upon the 
walls instead of three. The laths, instead of 
being put on so as to give the plaster an op- 
portunity to pass between them and secure a 
firm hold, as would be the case in a well-built 
house, are nailed closely together, so that the 
plasterer is notobliged to put a hod fall of 
plaster on which he can avoid. Poor window 
and door frames are used, but acoat of paint 
and a nice job of white washing and paper- 
ing, or ifthe house be amore “ange ps one, 
frescoing, will hide all these things and make 
the rooms present a neat, cozy or showy ap- 
pearance, and this is all that is required.

PROBATR LAWSe 


A Movement for ‘a Unification inthe 
Different States—Mrs. Stow and Her 
Book. 

Mrs. J. W. Stow, of San Francisco, the au- 
thor ofa volume on ‘*Probate Oénfiscation 
and the Unjust Laws Which Govern Woman,”’ 
isinthe city working in the interest of the 
book. Mrs. Stow is the widow of Joseph W. 
Stow, a wealthy resident of San Francisco, 
who died in that city during his wife’s ab- 
sence in Europe. She returned at once to the 
Pacific coast to take charge of his large estates, 
but found upon her arrival that everything 
wasinthe hands of the Probate Court, with 
her own private possessions, inseparably en- 
tangled with the rest, and all being absorbed. 


She was told that her husband was insoivent, 
and though sbe courageously undertook to 
fight the matter out she lost her princely for- 
tune. 

Last evening a reporter met Mrs. Stow and 
engaged her in conversation upon the subject 
now absorbing her attention. 

**T am working in the interest of my book 
on probate confiscation,’’ said thé lady. ‘*My 
book is the medium through which I hope to 
reach the people. I must sow the seed _ to 
reap the harvest. The study of probate law 
is a very intricate one and a very interesting 
one. There is no law that ought to be so well 
understood as the law of inheritance, and yet 
there is none less.’’ 

‘*With what success have you met?’’ 

‘¢*T have had bilis before six legislatures 
and a bill before the Forty-sixth Couzress for 
the amendment of laws in the District of 
Columbia and the _ territories of the 
United States for the better protection 
oifwidows. I want to place widows and wid- 
owers on an equality. I lost a fortune of 

200,000 in the Probate Court of San Francis- 
co, and this set me-to thinking, and to think 
was to act, sol set out to reform the whole 
probate law system. I seek fur the uniltica- 
tion of the probate laws in the different 
States. I am working against wills, and 
would Jimit the power of the testator. I 
would have every woman huve a €)-executor- 
ship with those persons appointed by ner hus- 
band’s will.’’ 

“Do the 
greatly?’ 

“Yes, they all vary very much now con- 
cerning the probate system, but for the ab- 
sorption of estates they a e almost identical. 
In the proposed reformation of the laws of 
the various States the appointment of the ° 

WIDOW AS A CO-EXECUTOR, 
notwithstanding the provisions of the hus- 
band’s last testament, will be one of the prin- 
cipal points to be contended for.”? 

‘‘Tlow dothe lawyers look upon the sec- 
tions asking for a co-executorship ?”’ 

‘*Well, l wasspeaking to a lawyer to-day, 
who said he would not take a case in which a 
woman was appointed co-executor by the 
testament, forthe reason that women did not 
have the business capacities for such a posi- 
tion. This may be true now, but if women 
could hold the position by law they would 
very readily qualify themselves to hold it.” 

“How is the movement viewed as a 
wkole?’’ 

‘‘The best minds of the country heartily 
s)mpathize with the work. Tae brightest 
minds of the bench and bar are with the work. 
At the last annual meeting of the Bar Asso- 
ciation at Saratoga it was advised that efforts 
be made to have the laws affecting 
wills and divorces in the differ- 
ent Sta.es made uniform. The reason 
for this desire for uniformity 1s obvious. 
Mrs. Stow holds very decided views on

-quitea number of subjects which are now 


agitating the leading female minds in this 
country, but that which absorbs her attention

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THE NEW CITY DIRECTORY. 


The Magnificent Showing Mr. Gould 
Makes for the City. 


Mr. David B. Gould’s City Directory for 
1880 will be out to-day or to-morrow, and 
from advance sheets it is evident that it 
will be by far the most interesting and val- 
uable edition ever issued. The introduction 


contains a review of the growth of St. Louis 
during the last ten years and the figures pre- 
sented are really astonishing. One can hardly 
realize that this city has almost if not quite 
doubled its volume of trade since 1870. As to 
the increase in population Mr. Gould does not 
venture apy estimate for this year, 
but states that his directo had 
67,650 Names in 1870 aD that 
it has 120,513 in 1880. The reader is leff to 
draw his own conclusion. The population of 
1870 was 310,000, so that ,if anything like the 
same ratio of population to names is kept up, 
the population of the city is now at least 
500,000. On this point Mr. Gould says: ‘*Af- 
ter making allowance for the new territory 
taken in, snd forthe natural decrease in the 
ratio of directory names to total population, 
this one fact proves that, in spite of the panic 
and of many adverse circumstances, St. Louis 
has grown With undiminished vigor and still 
holds ber place in population among the great 
cities of the Union.’ 

Some very interesting figures are given 
about the grain trade, the cotton 
trade, the growth of railroads and 
the river business. The value of the grain 
trade for 1870 amounted to only $7,000,000, 
while for 1 it will amount to at least $ 40,- 
000,000. On 'y 20,270 bales of cotton were re- 
ceived in 1870, while fully 500,000 bales will be 
received in 1880, 

The growth of St. Louis railroads in ten 
years bus been remarkable. Mr. Gould pre- 
sents the following table,which shows the num- 
ber of miles each road had in 1870 and the 
number of miles each road operates this year. 
These are the figures.

Together 
with his brother-in-law he paid the Council 
$25,000 to lease a joint piece of property 
for park purposes. Though not corrupt- 
ly designed, the act clouded his life and 
forced him into a retirement from which it 
is doubtful whether he will ever emerge. 
Howbeit, Mr. Groesbeck is sound on the is- 
sues, and his abilities are of such a com- 
manding character that if properly placed 
before the people his one mistake of a life- 
time might be overlooked.

PLUNDER AND BLUNDER. 

If there is one thing more than plunder 
that inspires the ‘‘machinists’’ of the domi- 
nant party, it is blunder. Democratic 
blunder alone brought the Republican party 
into power in 1860—Democratic blunder 
alone brought about the Greeley abortion 
in 1872, and Democratic blunder again—the 
Republican plunderers hope—will re-elect 
Grant in 1880.

not atleast possible that they will act with 
sense? And what would then become of 
Republican prospects?

THS BOUCICAULTS. 
At last the domestic broils of Dion Bou- 
cicault and his wife, Agnes Robertson, have 
culminated in a divorce suit instituted by 
the lady, and avother mess of unwholesome 
scandal is about to be dumped down upon 


the stage. Unfortunately for the 
dramatic profession the charge that 
it is an alien to domesticity and 


marital happiness is too well founded. The 
few men and women on the stage who have 
joined fortunes and have gone hand in hand 
through life like other people are so excep- 
tional as to stand out amid the wrecks of 
the matrimonial seas like Gibraltars. No 
profession is so well acquainted with di- 
vorce nor so beset with scandal. There 
are many reasons for this, among them ir- 
regular life, ‘extra temptation, hasty mar- 
riages and lack of healthy moral restraint. 
Whether women of the stage marry in their 
own profession or out of it, the result seems 
to be the same. In modern dramatic life 
we have a few examples, such as Mrs. Hoey 
Madeline Henriques afford, where 
women have married beyond the realm of 
the stage and have lived happily in the do- 
mestic relationgand here we have the ex- 
amples in the profession of such perfect 
family lives as those of Flgrence, Jefferson, 
Owens and Boeth, but as a class it must be 
admitied that the dramatic calling has con-

, tunes, has dissipated them with the hand of 


greements common between men and 
women. 

Twenty years ago, when Dion Boucicault, 
then a successful dramatist and author, 
married Agnes Robertson, the pet of the 
London stage, he was deemed _ the luckiest 
man alive. His little Scotch wife was a 
perfect beauty. She had risen upon the 
stage under the guidance of Charles Kean 
and had won her way to the hearts of Lon- 
don by her charming voice and unboufded 
flow of spirits. In 1853 the twain visited 
the United States for the first time, 
and, though Boucicault’s name was a 
household word, Agnes Robertson achiev- 
ed a popularity which ‘must have 
tinged him with envy. In time the wife, 
diverted by family cares, lost her power to 
attract and gradually sank out of sight. 
Boucicault,the genie of the stage, continued 
to coin moncy through his art as an adapter, 
uphelsterer and stage carpenter. Never a 
man of warm impulses nor moral responsi- 
bilities, his appetites and luxurious habits 
soon drifted him away from his family. 
For fifteen years he has virtually lived apart 
from his wife. During that'time his rela- 
tions with other women have been noto- 
rious. The wife, borne down by her sor- 
row, has lived in England with her children. 
Zhough well provided for, she has been 
fretful, and more than once has threatened 
to precipitate the scandal upon the public. 
A little over a year ago she came to this 
country with the avowed purpose of insti- 
tuting divorce proceedings. Boucicault 
met her and won her over to his side again. 
He treated hey magnificently and,in order to 
convince New York of the thoroughness of 
the reconciliation, played with her at one 
of the leading theaters. Though decidedly 
passe, this seems to have given the wife a 
new passion for the stage. She sought 
engagements and declined the proposition 
of her husband to remain in Paris with her 


This pro- 
duced the ffal rupture, and Agnes Robert- 
sop now prays to be released from her 
faithless liege upan the ground of his 
adultery, and demands support for herself 
and children.

These arethe 
earliest authentic records ef the white man’s 
travel in the Gunnison.

The Action of the 8t. Louis Bar on the Death 
of Lewis B. Beach. 


In the Criminal Court this morning G. 5. Van 
Wagoner pgeseftted the resolutions of respect 
adopted bythe St. Louis Bar onthe death of 
Lewis B. Beach, whose death occurred in the 
early part ot January.Mr.Van Wagoner madea 
tew remgrks in presenting the resolutions,and 


asked thatthey be spread upon the records of 
the court. ‘The following isthe report of the 
committee: 

‘‘The members of the St. Louis Bar deepl 
regret the sad and untimely death of their 
brother, Lewis B. Beach, and it is their desire 
toexpiess in some fitting manner their pro 
found sense of his loss, not only to the pro- 
fession which he gracedjand dignified, but also 
to this great public, whose many important 
trusts repose d in him he administered fearless- 
lv end faithfully. 

‘*Lewis Burton Beach was born in Hoboken, 
N.J., Anril 30, 1847, he veing the voungest 


of five children. Mr. Beach was reared and 
edu: ated in this eity, for in 1851 
his parents rewoved to St. Louis 
(where his aged mother still lives). 


bringing with them Lewis,then a boy four years 
ofsge. The slender means ot tbe father pre- 
vented Mr. Beach from receaying any more 
liberai eaucation than was afforded by the pyv- 
lic scools of this city. - But with his character- 
istic ear nestness,determination and ambition, 
he mastered every study which he undertook, 
and fromthe Everett school in this city he 
graduuted and went forth to Combat with the 
world and achieve the honorabie distinction 
whieh his early ambition prompted and bie 
conscientious energy and determination en- 
eabled him to achieve. While at school Mr. 
Beach decided to use ali his leisure hours 
which could be spared trom his active strug- 
gie for subsistence in making himself familiar 
with the intricacies of the law. 
From the year 1861 to 1568, Mr Beach devoied 
himself to mercantile pursuits both in St.Louis 
und De Soto, No., employing his spare timeina 
‘the study of elementary law books. In 1863 
he returned to St. Louis and entered the St. 
Louis Law school, toox aregular course and 
graduated with the class of 1570. During this 
time he was also underthe instruction of L.

Beach was then associated as jaonicr partner in 
the tirm of Morris & Keach. In the same year, 

August 12,he was married to Miss Eva J. 
Campbell, who, with onechild, the fruit of thut 
union, still survives him. Early in his legal 
ealieer Mr. Beach was led into politics and be- 
ganto aspire to trominent positions which 
were in the gift ofthe public. The people of 
St Louis, early recognizing his sterling charace 
ter and his self-reliant firmness, integrity and 
energy, elected him as a Republican (the party 
then far in the minority) to the very important 
and responsible position of Assistant Circuit 
Attorney ot the Eighth Judicial Circuit. This 
position he filled with so much credit to him- 
self and satisfaction to a critical public that at 
the end of his term, in 1876, he was again 
elected on the same ticket by 
4 larger majoritv to the stil 
more important position of Circuit Attorney, 
which position he hxd until the day of his 
death. He was from 1874 to 1878 a memnber of 
the Republican Central Committre ot the city, 

at which time he resigned that position to ac- 

cept from the party which admired and trusted 
him the position of Secretary of the Repupli- 

cam Stute Central Committee. The position he 

retained until the day of his death.’’ 

The resolutions close with a fitting tribute to 
the personal character and worth of the de- 
ceased. The paper was signed by George W. 
Cline, C. F. Cady, J. R. Harris, Mi. M. Cullen 
and J. G. Lodge.

How Joe Goss is Preparing for His 
Coming Battle. 
|From the New Yerk Sun.] 


Joe Goss, the pugilist, who is matched to 
fight bape | Ryan for the heavy-weight cham- 
a of America and $2,000, on Tuesday, 

ay 18, in Canada, and George Rooke, 

matched with Mike J)onovan for the middle- 
“weight championship of America, to take 
place on Tuesday, May 11, have taken up 
training quarters together 4t a hotel Kept by 
Goss at Fort Hamilton. They have been hard 
at work in their training quarters for the last 
two weeks. Goss is groomed by Jack Turner. 
Goss was recently found muffled up in heavy 
flannels. rs 

‘*Well, said he, inreply to a question, “I 
rise at half past6o’clock every morning. 
After rinsing my mouth out I swallew the 
yolk ofarawegg. Then 1 wash my hands 
and face in white vinegar, take a sponge bath, 
yet a rub down, and windup With a walk of 
twomiles before breakfast. 

‘““What do you have for breakfast?” 

‘“‘] am very fond of mutton,’’ he replied, 
‘‘and sol have mutton chops, dry toast and 
tea. <After resting an hour Il put on thick 
flannel, and take a twelve-mile or fifteen-mile 
walk. But when I need a sweat I put on two 
suits of flannel and take a ten-mile walk,and 
finish on arun atabrisk pace. Jack Turner 
strips andrubs medown and gives me a 
tepid bath. I then put on clean flannels,and, 
after lying down for an hour, I take dinner. 
For that meal I take sometimes a leg of boiled 
mutton, or chicken, or roast beef, or tender- 
loin, or porterhouse steak, broiled; cabbage, 
boiled potatoes and tapioca pudding. My 
wife generally cooks it. Itake also Scotch 


After diuner I rest, and then I kiek a foocball, 
exercise with the dumb-bells,swing clubs and 
fight a bladder.” 

**How do you fight a bladder?’ 

‘*Come up stairs and we’ll show you,” 
said Jack ‘Turner. 

The roomislike a gymnasium. Hanging 
onthe walls are boxing gloves and Ladian 
clubs. Dumb bells of all sizes were lying, in 
a corner, While hanging bya string from a 
beam was a large bladder, full blown. Goss 
squares at this with a three-pound dumb 
bellin each hand. He hits it first with the 
kftand then with the right, powerful 
blows, skipping around it as friskily as a 
three-year-old colt. 

Generally sand bags have been. used in this 
country, but the English trainers recommend 
bladders. A bladderis so light. and flies 
aboutin the air with such uneertain move- 
ments, that it keeps the pugilistat his wit’s 
end to strike it at all,and,with the.dumb bells 
in his bands, it draws out all his strength. 
Goss continued to strike at the bladder fo 
len miputes, and then again descended to-th 
sitting-room off from the bar. 

As Goss stands stripped, the huge muscles 
swell out on his arms and legs like bunches of 
Whipeord. His skin is white, which is a good 
sign. There is not 4 pimple on him. 

‘What do vou think of his condition?’? 
asked Jack Turner again and again, with 
pride. 

: ‘*} weigh 185 pounds now,’’ Goss 
‘hut f. will enter the ring at 172 or 173 
pounds. I have seven weeks to train yet, and 
you can believe me, trainingis no child’s 
play.”” 

‘‘Does fighting the bladder finish 
work?” 

‘Oh, no, bless you! I start off for another 
slow walk with a stick in my hand, hitting at 
stones or anything e'se tO amuse ipyself. On 
my return lam rubbed dowu and I[ receive 
my supper, Which cousists of boiled egygs, dry 
toast, andtea. I go tobed about 9 or 10 
o’clock, after taking a bowl of hot gruel and 
currants.”’ 

‘Do you thinkthat your age will 
ou 49? 

‘‘Why, no,’’ he replied, ‘‘I amvery glad 
you asked me, as the newspapera and any 
number of my friends say that they are afraid 
Ilamtooold. Onthe day Imeet RyanI will 
show them that there is one good fight left in 
me yet. You see,what I lose by age I gain by 
head work. WhenI was youngand in my 
palmy days I used to be proud of being able to 
take a good hammering, but now I know how 
to give my opponent a good punching and get 
away, Withoutreceiving any smashing hits in 
return.

It will be generally thought that the follow- 
ing from the Marine Journal needs contirma- 
tion: There are indications that comp tnies 
are being formed inthe Eastto build a line ot 
boats to navigate both the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers.

As it is they 
ure disunited and it will be impossible to tight 
such strong opposition single-handed. 

Capt. J. H. DUNLAP, before leaving yester- 
duy tor Louisville, had his attention directed 
to the handsome hullofthe Ek. W. Cole. He 
said: ‘‘Doyou know what boat was tne first to 
have her engimes?’’ ‘‘No.’’ ‘*Well, they Were 
first in the behwont, Capt. Adam Poe, next in 
iny boat, the Kenton, then on the Nashville, 
and now there they are before you. I tovuk 
the Kenton, atthe close ofthe war, from St.

I paid $1,0U0 for pilot- 
ingtheronndtrip, and was gone less than 
twenty duys.’’ The reporter suggested tnaut 
ne probab:y cleared over $20,000 on the trip, 
but Capt. Dunlap refused to own up, as he 
never tells reporters what his profits are—only 
his losses, lf uny.

Potato Culture. 


Asto the culture of potatoes forseed,Mr.J.4, 
Everett of Watsontown, Penpsylvania, writes 
to the Country Gentleman: ‘*Good crops may 
be grown on agreat variety of soils, but it 
must be borneinmindthat a svil adapted to 
one variety of potatoes isnotatall suitable for 
another, andthat one variety requires to be 
planted much thicker than another on the 
same kind ofsoil. Hence it is of prime im- 
portance to the grower that he should under. 
stand the nature of bis ground and also of hig 
seed. I always cut my potatoes to a single 
eye, and by making the hills a trifle closer, ang 
less seed in each, better results are obtained 
than by throwing in seed by the handful. The 
potato when propagated from the tuber in the 
usual manner Daturally tends to deteriorate 
and revert to its primitive condition. The 
causes which produce deterioration are a con. 
tinual planting upon the same soil without a 
change of seed and imperfect cultivation. The 
remedy isto procure recently originated varle 
etles possessing the greatest amount of natural 
vigor. If | was to make a list of any ofthe newly 
originated varieties, I would name the Main. 
moth Pearl as the best for a general cropper; 
the Mezynum Bonum (notthe English variety 
of the same name) for earliness and productive. 
ness combined—having yielded last year 248 
bushels from one acre of ground without any 
manure whatever,.and dug sixty days after 
panting.’ 


Beans for Domestic Animals. 


The large amount of nutriment contained m 
beans is well-known; but animals generally 
do not like to eat them. Some successful 
modes for inducing them to eat beans were 
given by the members of the Western New 
York Farmers’ Club, as reported in the Rural 
Home. Mr. Quinby boils them soft, mixes 
Indian or other meal quite liberally with them 
and gradually increases the beans. Mr. Reed 
treated them in the same way for feeding poul- 
try, Which ate the mixture with avidity, and 
cowg ate them freely when boiled with bran, 
producing a good flow of milk. Mr. Allis, of 
Orleans county, said that many used them in 
abundant years for feeding swine by grinding 
them and mixing with meal. Mr. Rogers, of 
Wheatland, said farmers pay seventy-five 
cents per bushel for beans of second «quality 
for feeding sheep, for which they seem to be 
specially adapted.

WAFFLES.—On?2 pint milk, one pound flour, 
four eggs, one cupful yeast, quarter pound 
butter; jet them rise threeor four hours before 
baking. 

NICE INDIAN GRIDDLE CAKES.—One and a 
half cupfuls flour, one and a half cupfuls 
Indian meal, one egg, one small pint sour miik, 
half a teaspoonful suda. 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD.—Two cupfuls 
Indian meal (even); onecupful rye meal; one 
cupful flour; one (small) quart of sweet milk; 
pinch of salt; one half cupful molasses; two 
teaspoonfuls cream tartar; one teaspoonful 
(even) of soda dissolved in water: steam 
four hours, and water must boil constantly al] 
the time, put in oven and heat for breakfast. 


VIRGINIA BISCUIT.—One quart flour, one 
half teaspoonful salt, one-quarter pouud bute 
ter; mix the flour and butter, with the hand, 
together, and moisten with water; roll it out 
very thin three times, and beat with the roll- 
ing-pin each time; roll as thin asa sheet of 
paper; cut with a saucer and bake in sheets.
